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KEMPFF CONFIRMS THE NEWS. 


The American Admiral Tells of Tien 
Tsin’s Relief. 
Washington, June 2%.—The navy depart- 
ment has received the following cable- 

gram from Admiral Kempft: 

“Taku. June 2%, 19)).—Secretary of the 
Navy, Washington: Relief force reached 
Tien Tsin 23d, loss very smail, Pekin re- 
Hef force which jJeft Tien Trin June 10th 
reported ten miles from Tien Tsin, sur- 
rounded; force left Tien Tain 24th to ren- 
der assistance. KEMPF?F.” 

Admiral Kempff’s statement that the 
Pekin relief force is ten miles from Tien 
Tsin is the first word cf any kind that 
has located the party of 2,000 under Vice 
Admiral geymour, and including Captain 
McCalla. The last heard of them was 
June 12th—just two weeks ago—when they 
were stalled at Lang Fang, abot Lwo- 
thirds of the way from Tien Tsin to 
Pekin, short of supplies and water, the 
railways torn up, and with a menacing 
army of Chinese about them. 

If Admiral Kempff’s information is cor- 
rect, it discloses that Admiral Seymours 
force nas not been able to get through to 
Pekin, but has retracted a good part ol 
the distance previously covered, and is 
now back within ten miles from Tien Tsin. 

The whcle distance from Tien Tsin to 
Pekin is about elehty miles, and the Sey- 
mour expedition, when at Lang Fung, had 
covered about fifty-iive mites of this dis- 
tance. It is to succor this Seymour party 
that the latest expedition left Tien JSin 
on the #4th instant, according to the 
closing wo1ds of Admiral Kemptt’s report.

BIG ARMY AT PEKIN URGED. 


Foreigners in China Want 100,000 
Men in Front of Capital. 

Che Foo. Tuesday, June 2%.—The for- 
eigners everywhere are urging the imme- 
diate concentration of an army of 100,000 
men or at least 530,000 men for an advance 
on Pekin. 

Many persons familiar with the Chinese 
character think the foreign ministers ana 
Vice Admiral Seymour are held as host- 
ages for good terms of settlement. They 
hlso believe the whole Chinese army is 
joining in the movement, under the lead- 
ership of Tung Fuh Siang, who crushed 
the Mohammedan rebellion. Recently he 
was nominally degraded for the purpose 
of organizing an anti-foreign uprising

It is estimated that 60,000 soldiers, well 
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armed, but poorly Cisciplined, are south 
of Pekin and Tien Tsin. The Chinese offi- 
cers boast that they have 400,000 soldiers.

United States Consul John Fowler’s ship 
is expected to bring fifty missionaries 
and French priests from the mouth of the 
Yellow river whither they are flocking 
from the interior. 

The commander of the Chinese cruiser 
Hei Hai, at Chen Chow, offered Mr. Fowl- 
er to go to the relief of the missionaries 
at Yang Tse Kiang, is assured of protec- 
tion.

CHAFFEE ORDERED TO CHINA. 


Brigadier General Directed To Take 
Charge of Troops. 

Washington, June 26.—The purpose of 
the government to place an adequate mil- 
itary force in China was made perfectly 
clear today when orders were issued to 
Brigadier General A. R. Chaffee to take 
command of the forces in China and to 
proceed at once to assume his new du- 
ties, 

More significant probably than 
the assignment itself was the word- 
ing of the formal orders to General 


| Chaffee, issued late in the day by 


Acting Secretary of War Meikeljohn, 
directing him “to take command of 
trcops ordered to China,’’ and to pro- 
ceed to Fekin by way of San Fran- 
cisco and Taku, accompanied by his 
aids. 

General Chaffee was at the war depart- 
ment today receiving instructions and wiil 
for San Francisco in time to sail 
on the ist of July with the Sixth cavalry. 
This detachment sails on the Grant, 
which has been ordered to touch at Naga- 
saki for further orders.

The announcement of General Chaffee’s 
assignment and the orders to proceed to 
Pekin came after the state departmen 
had declined to accede toa second propo- 
sition from six great vieeroys’ of China 
that foreign troops bé kept out of China 
until Li Hung Chang feaches Pekin. 

In that informal matter, with the sig- 
natures Of six or the viceroys represent- 
ing the greater part of the empire, Min- 
ister Wu repeated today his plea of yes- 
terday that the fereign troops be kept 
out of the country. 

While the viceroys spoke for their prov- 
inces they could not.sneak for Pekin, and 
it is to Pekin that the offictals most anx- 
lously look. Minister Conger is-still si- 
lent and the latest advices have shown 
that little reliance can be placed in dis- 
patches from Shanghai sayine that the 
ministers and legations at Pekin were 
safe. For this reason the orders to Gen- 
eral Chaffee to proceed to Pekin took on 
an added meaning, M4 

yeneral Chaffee was in conference with 
the war department authorities much of 
the day and in the afternoon spent nearly 
an hour with Secretary Hay, going over 
those phases of the Chinese situation in 
which diplomacy will have to be mingled 
with mflitary action. 

Chaffee’s Career Brilliant. 

The military career of General Chaffee 
covets a wide field. He was an active 
and prominent participant in the war of 
secession, the Snanish war and various 
important Indian campaigns. He has seen 
service in every grade of the army, hav- 
ing risen from the ranks to the grade 
of major general. 

weneral Chaffee had command of the 
troops which captured El Caney, and 
practically closed the Santiago campaign. 
He has since been known as the “hero 
of El Caney.’ General Lawton, in his 
report of the engagement at El Caney, 
spoke of General Chaffee as follows: 

“I consider General Chaffee one of the 
best practical soldiers tn the army and 
recommend him for special distinction for 
successfully charging the stone fort men- 
tioned in this report, the capture of which 
practically closed the battle.”

DANGER IS SPREADING SOUTH. 


Kang Wu, Enemy of the Foreigners, 
Reaches Nanking. 

London, June 27.—3:45 a. m.—A fresh 
phase of the ebullition in China is the 
probability of immediate outbreaks in the 
southern provincial centegg. 

The populace there is daily assuming a 
more hostile attitude toward foreigners, 
and the latter perceive symptoms of a 
general rising, especially at Nanking, 
where, according to a dispatch to The 
Daily Express, dated yesterday, Kang 
Wu, one of the most truculent enemies 
of foreigners, has arrived, by way of the 
grand canal, armed with full powers from 
the empress to deal with the suuthern 
provinces. 

The splendid attitude of Viceroy Liu 
Kun Yih toward foreigners has brought 
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him into disgrace with Prince Tuan, 
president of the tsung li yamen. 
The unrest at Canton is described by 


Telezraph, dated Monday, via Hong Kong 


yesterday: 

“Tt is feared that we are on the éve 
of a scere of: bloodshed and anarchy in 
the two quangs only paralleled during the 
Tai Ping rebecHion. The signs of a mur- 
derous uprising are so manifest that 
wealthy Chinese are hurrying from Can- 
ton and vicinity, taking their wives, fam- 
ilies and valuables. 

“T4 Hune Chang has agnin been peremp- 
torily ordered to Pekin.

CROPS ARE ALL WHOLLY AUINED 


Mobile and Ohio Is Tied Up, While 
the Louisville ani Nashville 
and the Southern Are Crip- 
pled by Broken 
Tracks, 


Mobile, Ala., June  26.—(Spectal.)—< 

The heaviest rainfall in the history of 
the weather bureau of this country was 
experienced here today, when 12.57 inches 
of rain was precipitated in this section, 
It was merely a local rain extending only 
a few miles in almost every direction, 
although the Mobile and Ohio railroad 
announced that they had rain in great 
volume all along their line to St. Loufs, 
The rain began about 4 o'clock, and the 
heaviest fall was between the hours of 
6 and 7, the record for the two hours be- 
ing five inches. The rest of the fall was 
recorded between 7 and 2 o'clock. The 
entire fall of 12.57 inches being within 
nine hours. Only once before in this 
country has this record been nearly 
equalled, when on September 3, 1893, In 
Donaldsonville, La., there was recorded 


“&@ fall of 21.70 inches &, thirty hours. The 


damage done by the salconnet be esti ~ 
mated. .The crops of this ae 
ruined entirely, and bridges in all. 
tions of the country were either washed 
away or were severely damaged. AI? of « 
the country roads were rendered impass- 
able, and many of the railroad Ines 
were put to great trouble. All of the 
roads experienced washouts and the Mo- 
bile and Ohio train bound south and due 
here at 8 o'clock tonight was discontinued 
south of Citronelle, forty miles north of 
here. This is owing to a washout of 
one hundred feet of track at Oakgrove. 
If the rains cease, the track can be re 
paired and the traffic resumed. The 
north bound train leaving tonight has 
been discontinued until further orders. 
The Louisville and Nashville experi- 
enced a number of washouts, but there 
was only a slight delay of trains on that 
line. The Southern had a washout of 
three and a half miles of track between 
Mt. Vernon and Calvert and there was 
no running of trains, all trains being 
annulled. The roads are all being 
closely watched, for at this writing the 
rains continue and there is heavy dame 
age as the road beds are weakened to @ 
extent by the recent continuous 
rains. This section has never before @ex- 
perienced such a protracted period of 
heavy rainfalls, and there is no way of 
estimating the total amount of damage 
done. The farmers, according to well in- 
formed cotton factors and commission 
men, are well nigh ruined, and there ig 
no hope for them te recover their losses, 


| The cotton is gone to grass to a great 


extent while the other farm products are 
receiving no attention whatever owing 
to the impossfbility of working the flelds 
in the rain. It is feared that there will

Consul Stowe States That Majority 
cf Them Are Objects of Charity 
in South Africa. 


Washington, June 26—The matter of 
the shipment of American citizens at 
New Orleans and other ports for South 
Africa on British transports, carrying 
mules and horses for Cape Town and 
other South African ports, has been fre- 
quently brought to the attention of the 
department of state, which is now in re- 
ceipt of a message from the consul gen- 
eral of the United States at Cape Town, 
dated May 30th, poie*Sdly referring to the 
matter. 

Hundreds of young men, it is stated, 
ship for the yoyage at from $10 to $15 for 
the trip. They arrive without means and 
while some of them enlist in the army 
others become objects of charity; others 
re-ship for different ports. 

It-would seem that these young men are 
ns the opinion that they had shipped for 
thé return voyage, but that they had s0 
contracted the ships’ papers do not state.

| Consul’s Time Taken Up.

Those who attended the meeting de- 
clined to give out any statemenis for 
publication, but the officials of some of 
the coal companies stated that no advances 
in wages would be granted.

After 
expressing regret at their inability to ac- 
cept many invitations extended to them, 
they expressed their thanks to the Amer- 
lean public for the ‘‘deep sympathy they 
have shown for the cause of the two 
struggling republics.’”" The address says: 

“We now feel convinced that the boast- 
ful allegation of the colonia] secretary 
and other British statesmen that this 
great country sympathized with the Brit- 
ish in its attempt to crush the liberty and 
independence of our two small states, is 
absolutely devoid of truth.” 

The address then goes at great length 
into the history of the relations between 
Great Britain and the Boers. which it 
characterizes as one of violated faith and 
broken pledges under the display of mag- 
nanimous and irreproachable principles. 

The gddress declares that the capitalists 
control the press of South Africa and 
that the leaders of these subsidized 
journals were appointed special corres- 
pondents of the principal London dailies.

The broad charge is made ‘that Mr. 
Chamberlain’s revival of the suzerainty 
claim in 1897, his public utterances. gir 
Alfred Milner’s speeches and {nflamma- 
tory dispatches, and the efforts of the 
South African league, under the direction 
of Cecil Rhodes, were all directed towards 
the ultimate destruction of the two Dutch 
republics, ;

Washington, June 26.—General Chaffee, 
who is staying at the Arlington hotel, 
was given a serenade tonight by the Third 
cavalry band, of which regiment he was 
lieutenant colonel before the war with 
Spain. General Chaffee said he would 
leave tomorrow for San Francisco, 
whence. he is to sail on the transport 
Grant for Japan and China.

Was Resting Much Better at 1 O'Clock 
Yesterday Afternoon, 
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ONE OF GEORGIA’S BEST KNOWN MEN 


Colonel Trammell Has Long Been 
Identified with Political Af- 
fairs in the State and 
Has Many Warm 
Friends. 


Colonel I. N. Trammell, chairman of 
the railroad commission, is seriously 11! 
at his home in Marietta. 

Although Colonel Trammell’s condition 
is such as to cause his family and friends 
grave apprehension, it is not so sertous as 
Was reported yesterday afternoon, when 
it was stated that he was dying. At a 
late hour yesterday a change for the bet- 
ter was noticed and thé physicians hold 
out hope of his recovery. 

Dr. W. 8. Elkin, of Atlanta, was tele- 
phoned for yesterday, anda arrived at Mar- 
fetta about noon. He did all in his power 
for the sick man and on his return to the 
city last night stated that Colonel Tram- 
mell was considerably improved. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Leander Newton Trammell was born in 
Habersham county, June 5, 1830. He came 
of Scotch-Irish stock and had a grand- 
father in the revolutionary war. His 
father came to Georgia from Union, 8. C., 
and settled in Habersham ¢ounty, where 
he _ lived the life of a farmer. It was 
here that Mr. Trammell was born and 
reared. 

At the age of nineteen he éntered Hia- 
wassee college in Tennessee. Later, in 
1856, he attended a law school at Lebanon, 
Tenn. In 1861 he began the practice of 
law as a member of the firm of McConnell 
& Trammell. In the same year he was 
elected to represent Catoosa county in the 
legislature and in 1863 was re-elected. In 
March, 1862, he entered the army as quar- 
termaster, with the rank of captain. His | 
fidelity to duty was commended b~ the 
auditor. ’ 

At the close of the war he resumed the 
practice of law in Gordon county. He 
was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1867 and 1868 and belonged *o 
a band of fourteen known 4s Hancock 
Patriots, whose courage saved the state 
to white supremacy. 

In 1870, after hig election to the senate, 
he was chosen as presfifent of that body. 
When Governor Bullock resigned he be- 
came governor pro tem. of the state, but 
was not allowed to perform the duties of 
that office. He was a Tilden elector in 
1876, and a member ‘of the congressional 
convention in 1877. In 1881 he was presi- 
dent of the state democratic convention 
and in 1882 and 1883 chairman of the demo- 
cratic executive committee. 

In 1881 he was appointed to the state 
railroad commission by Governor Colquitt. } 
Since that time he has been successively 
reappointed by Governors Northen and

Macon’s Well-Known Shoe Merchant ? 


Placed on the Rack, 


BOOKS ARE BADLY MIXED IT IS SAID 


In the Bill Attorney Park Declares 
Methods of Business Were 
Not Good. 


Macon, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—A salty 
and sensational petition in bankruptcy 
was filed this afternoon in the United 
States court by Attorney Orville Park, of 
Macon, in behalf of certain northern 
creditors against Roff Sims, the well- 
known wholesale aid retail] shoe mer- 
chant, and against whom Lewis A. 
Wood brought his sensational suit in Bibb 
superio> court a few days ago for $23,509. 

The petitioners and creditors in whose 
name the bunkruptcy proceedings are in- 
stituted are Edwin Clapp, of East Wey- 
mouth, Mass.; S. Preston Moses, Boston; 
P. Cogan & Son, Stoneham, Mass.; Marcy 
Bros. & Co., Hartford. They claim Sims 
is due them $7,000 for shoes purcnased, 
The petition is lengthy, and does not 
mince words. It states that Sims had 
been doiag a profitable business, and one 
which would have continued proiitable but 
for €ims’s wrongful con®uct; that Sims 
represented to creditors that his stock of 
goods was valued at $60,000, and he was 
worth $25,000, and on these statements he 
obtained credit, Sims knowing at the 
time he was insolveat, but this was un- 
known to petitioners. Knowing his_ in- 
solvency, Sims set about to convert his 
assets into cash and to secrete and con- 
ceal them and their proceeds from his 
creditors. 

Petitioners charge that he falsified his 
books of accounts, entering numerous fic-: 
titlous credits to the amount of $30,000 in 
favor of n:embers of his family and other 
relatives and in favor of an estate of 
which he is adminisiratcr. His iedger 
contains numerous entries which cannot 
be traced to the cash book or journal, and 
his books contain so many alterat.ons, 
changes, interlineations and have been 5v 
bady kept that it is impossible to arrive 
at the true condition of his business with- 
out the most thorough examination. He 
is charged with withdrawing large sums 
of money from the business and not ac- 
counting for the same, but conceals it 
from the creditors. 

In 1898 his stock was said to be worth 
$64,000, on which there was an insurance 
of $60,000; in September, 1599, he was paid 
by the insurance companies $7,500 for loss 
to his stocx by fire. His books contain no 
entry of this money and no trace can be 
found. On June &th of this year he trans- 
ferred to the Exchange bank all Notes, 
accounts and ‘closes in action amounting 
to $2,060 to secure a small overdraft and 
other indebtedness which constitute an 
act of bankruptcy. On June Jith he sold 
to the Dannenberg company, at a sacrifice 
price, fresh, salable goods for 
$2,716.61, and such was his’ eager- 
ness to get cash that he al- 
lowed @ discount on these goods of % per 
cent, receiving $2,008.96, which amount he 
sent to his mother-in-law in Cviumbus, 
either for the purpose of concealing the 
same from his creditors or in payment of 
a fictitious debt alleged to be due her. On 
June 12th he sold the remainder of his 
stocks of goods to Cheek & Wright: for 
$6,506.81. Of this amount, he was paiu 
$4,000 in cash, but he has concealed the 
money from his creditors. The balance of 
$2,506.81 was to be paid by Cheek & Wright 
as soon as they sold the goods. The goods 
sold to Daniuenberg and to Chéek & 
Wright, amounting to $8,515, were insured 
for $35,000. On June 13th Sims’s books show 
a balance of cash on hand of $2,008.00, but 
he refuses to pay over said sum to his

Altogether the out- 
look is most gloomy and the depression 
is being felt in all quarters. 

The flooded part of the city Is occupied 
by negroes and although some houses 
suffered greatly and the flood washed 
fences away the money loss is not large. 
No lives were lost, but many were forced 
out of their homes, where the water had 
taken possession of the lower floor. 


NO CHANGE IN THE WEATHER. 


Weather Man Holds Out Hope Only 
in a Tentative Sort of 
Fashion. 


With all its showering yesterday, only 
five-hundredths of an inch of rain was re- 
corded by the weather bureau for the 
twenty-four hours ending at 7 o’clock last 
night. The total for the month up to that 
hour was 8.42 inches, with the record of 
10.78 to break if this June is to distinguish 
itself beyond all former Junes in the un- 
enviable role of a wet month. In one re- 
spect, however, June, 1900, will be unique, 
and that’is in the matter of cloudy days. 
But four days of the month remain, and 
of their twenty-six predecessors, not one 
was officially demonstrated clear. Indeed 
some rain has fallen upon every one of 
them within the municipal limits. 

Last night a new moon was born, ac- 
cording to the almanac, and those who 
believe in the old-fashioned signs vouch- 
safed to the husbandman by heaven are 
jubilant in the thought that the duck will 
no longer be the only feathered biped hap- 
py out of doors, But the elements didn't 
inaugurate any perceptible reform last 
night, the infant moon and Professor Mar- 
bury to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Clearing weather is promised in a doubtful 
way by the weather bureau, though there 
is that in the air that presages a contin- 
uance of the disturbed atmospheric con- 
ditions for some time to come. Several 
more inches of rain before the month of 
June passes would be accepted by the lay 
prognosticator as quite the reasonable 
thing. 

The weather bureau's crop bulletin, {s- 
sued yesterday, will satisfy the most ex- 
acting pessimist. From all over Georgia, 
and much of the south, for that matter, | 
comes the cry of ruined wheat, damaged 
cotton, drowned corn, rotting peaches and | 
the devastation of garden truck. The 
grass has taken the uplands and the 
freshets have swamped the lowlands. The 
farmer who saves much of his crop this 
year will do so by dint of hard labor and 
pluck, and he won't have time to cultivate 
much politics, if it is presidential year, 
and growing weather for populistic whisk- 
ers. The bulletin in question sums up 
the situation in a sentence: ‘““The crop 
situation in this state is critical.”

$8.000 a year to the city, not to speak 
of the thousands of dollars that will 
be saved in incandescent liehting for 
domestic use, and in power furnished 
the industrial plants and business 
houses of the city, every one of which 
demands this competition. 

The council cannot possibly refuse 
to grant it and an overwhelming m4- 
jority of the members of that body 
have already enthusiastically indorsed 
the position of The Constitutian. 

We have faith that the city council 
will stand by the rights of the city, and 
will not consent to be a bludgeon in 
the hands of either Mr. Hurt or Mr. At- 
kinson. We have this faith in the per- 
sonal statements of the members who 
profess thelr readiness to act for the 


city. 


When they fail to line up to this 


promise there will be time enough 
to discuss this matter, and those con- 
cerned may depend upon it that {t will 
be discussed—lamp posts and all.

promising sign. 

Ten or fifteen years ago such state- 
ments as we have quoted from S. lL. 
Billingslea would have been denounc- 
ed by all the leading negroes of the 
south. At that time all the leading 
negroes were office-hunters of preach- 
ers who took delight in delivering po- 
litical addresses from their pulpits. In 
every large community in the south 
| the pestiferous efforts of this class— 
the politicians and political preachers 
—were all bent toward drawing the 
color line and embittering the minds of 
both white and black toward one an- 
other. At that time no negro could 
graduate from a college without becom- 
ing a politician. He learned Latin and 
Greek in order to clean spittoong or 
run the elevator in a federal building. 
| Some of the more sensible gnes, how- 


ever, have taken the trouble to observe 
that while the white people take an 
interest in politics they do not make ft 
their business. They vote for their can- 
didates and then go-about their af- 
fairs as usual. Billingslea cheerfully 
admits that he was once in the ranks 
of the negro cranks who imagine that 
an African swamp, where a negro may 
die at his own convenience, and with 
as many civil and social rights as the 
animals that infest it, was a more de- 
sirable place than a southern planta- 
tion. But he has recovered from his at- 
tack of the simples and seems to l# 
restored to his right mind. 

He is engaged in encouraging those 
of his race who have an aptitude 
therefor to go into business. Well, why 
not? Outside of the northern states 
there is no color line in business or tn 
the various trades. In Atlanta, for ex- 
ample, there are quite a number of ne- 
gro contractors, many negro mer- 
chants, tailors, shoemakers and scores 
of carpenters and brick masons. In 
short, whatever a negro has the desire 
and capacity to do in the industrial 
and mercantile lines, that he does, and 
his success, like that of the white man, 
is measured not by hig color, but by

The best answer to the question can be given 
ty the experience of the gentienan managing 
the Bremen company, Bremen, Ga, vr. J. 
Steele. He has been operating it since 1896, 
each season, and has always found @ ready 
market for his goods. In fact, for scores of 
miles, and perhaps in other states, .helr goods 
have already a reputetion for excellence and 
especially with the hotel people anl grocery 
stores are they all the go when they can be 
ted. The home markets, go to speak, cannot 
be glutted with them. 

The plant at Bremen was eatablishedin 1896, 
under the auspices of Mr. Deo, who managed 
it the first season and introduced tomato cul- 
ture there. It was originally intended mainly 
as’a tomato cannery. While many tomatocs 
have been annually planted and canned, quite 
as many fruit, grape and berry cans have been 
put up. 

The plant at Bremen, which has paid so 
well, is small, costing perhapr not more than 
$800, outside of cans and frvaterials in stock 
to handle the crop. The mein apparatuses 
without engine, 
a number of vats for scalding, numbers of ta- 
bles for dressing, an apparatus for filling the 
cans and also one for capping. The plant at 
Bremen employs thirty or thirty-five girls or 
beys each season for peeling ani preparing 
fruit, one expert capper, whose wages are 
about $2 per day. Raw hands at low wages, 
pertaps not more than 35 to 60 cents per day, 
is all that {is oaid the other peelers. The 
gccds do not have to be carried long. 

As to the size of the plant, enough weather- 
tcarding was made out of one tree to weath- 
erbcard outside ‘he entire bullding at Bre- 
men. A warehouse about 40x60 will be suf- 
ficient to run a considerable force in. 

The Bremen Canning Company, Carrollton, 
which is a duplication of theirs at Bremen, 
tas jvst been complet?4, and this will be its 
first senson here. The Mr. F. J. Steel, of Bre- 
ren, and Mr. J. K. Redwine, of Carrollton, 
are the managers of this latter establishment, 
and have procursd a charter with a capital 
stock of $3,000. This is much larger than 
theirs at Bremen, tnd will engage sixty or 
seventy hanis, starting this year July tat. If 
they had been ready would have alroady done 
much canning of fruit, berries and vegeta- 
bles, Tomato ralsi:g and cauning is where 
they excel.

A Divine Healer’s Failure. 

Editor Constitution—An article appeared in 
The Atlanta Constitution of June 23d, with 
the above headline, stating that one Dr. But- 
ler, of Griffin, Ga., a divine healer, had lost 
a patient and that because the patient died 
under his treatment he was indicted for 
practicing medicine without license; and the 
article further stated that the prosecuting at- 
torney said he was going to have him (the 
divine healer) indicted for murdering the pa- 
tient. Notwithstanding the fact that in the 
same article it was stated as a fact that the 
patient had been pronouneed beyond recovery 
by her family physician, who ts what they 
style themselves, a regular. 

And now because this so-called divine heal- 
er did not practice what they’ claim he was 
indicted for practicing (namély medicine), and 
because he failed to cure a case that the regu- 
lars had pronounced incurable the article savs 
they indicted him. For what? Trying to re- 
lieve a poor mortal who had been abandoned as 
hopeless by the regulars to die. 

And now, because he failed to cure the pa- 
tient, they bring action against him for doing 
what he did not do—viz, practicing medicine; 
and they threaten to sue for murder. In the 
name of all that is true and right, what is 
the meaning of the publication of such ar- 
ticles and of such administration of the laws 
in this boasted civilized country of oure? It is 
enough to disgust every sober, right-thinking 
man and woman. to see such a Aisplay of un- 
fairness. And it does not take a seer or pro- 
phet of old to behold the cloven foot of the 
prosecution, or rather persecution. 

There is a very old and ignorant man whose 
name is Medical Ethics, who is at the bottom 
of all this persecution. 

In the name of common sense, ts this freedom 
or is it right? Suppose we turh for a moment 
the searchlight upon the so-called regular pro- 
fession and everytime they lose a patient have 
them dragged into court every time they fail 
to cure a patient that they have claimed they 
could cure. If this was done, in the language 
of Rev. Sam Jones, In writing of the mistakes 
of the regulars some time since, “‘there would 
not be a single one of them away from the 
gallows or out of the penitentiary taday.’’ And 
I want it distinctly understood that I am not 
a divine healér, nor am I championing the 
cause of the divine healers, but in the name 
of fairness and truth, I protest against such 
unfair publications and ain 

Let us, for the sake of argument, admit 
that the patient treated by this Dr. Butler had 
not been pronounced incurable by the regulars, 
and that he lost a patient that might have 
been saved by other means. This is no more 
than a daily cccurrence with the regular 
practice and does not justify the course of 
procedure, for under the constitutional rights, 
the family has, or should have, the right to 
call in and choose any healer or physician, and 
unless it can be made f appear that the pa- 
tient received maltreatment, the healer is not 
in any sense held responsible. The charge of 
malpraetice is not charged or even hinted at 
In this case. How many families make fatal 
mistakes in choosing a regular physician, if this 
is to be the test of their competency. If 
all this howl was raised every time a regular 
lost a patient (and hiding behind the law of 
class legislation buries his mistakes) the com- 
mon people would soon be aroused to a sense 
of the true condition of things, and the laws 
protecting and covering the mistakes and 
faults of all professed healers or doctors would 
be properly adjusted and all alike would be 
forced to stand upon théir merits as healers 
and not @ diploma or te from a medical.

TWO RECEIVERS 
FOR WELLHOUSE 


Judge Newman Makes Wellborn Hill 
Co-Receiver with Steiner. 


CREDITORS NOW SATISFIED 


Hearing of Petition for Receiver 
Steiner’s Removal Yesterday. 


LIVELY ARGUMENTS BY OPPOSING COUNSEL 


Petitioner’s Attorney Intimated That 
_ Receiver of the Parrott Order May 
Find Plenty To Investigate. 


In chambers yesterday afternoon Judge 
Newman, of the United States district 
court, heard the petition for the re- 
moval of Albert Steiner as receiver of 
the bankrupt paper firm of Wellhouse & 
Sons. After a Iively interchange of ar- 
gument by counsel, a compromise was 
effected by mutual consent of the oppo- 
nents, whereby it was agreed that a@ sec- 
ond receiver should be appointed to act 
with Mr. Steiner. A dissatisfied creditor 
suggested the name of Wellborn Hill, and 
late in the afternoon Judge Newman is- 
sued an order appointing him co-réceiv- 
er, with equal authority and responsibility 
and fixed his bond at $10,000. 

At the hearing yesterday Hoke Smith 
represented the petitioners, the Interna- 
tional Paper Company, and Slaton & 
Phillips presented the response of Re- 
ceiver Steiner. 

The verbal defense of Mr. Steiner ad- 
mitted that he was a creditor of Well- 
house & Sons by the indorsement of cer- 
tain of their notes, and that he had en- 
joyed friendly relatiors with members of 
the firm. He denied. however, that a 
friendship existed which could warp his 
judgment or justly lay h‘m. open to the 
suspicion of partiality in the discharge of 
his official duties. He further denied 
that there had been any collusion be- 
tween himself and the bankrupts fn bring- 
ing about theig legal insolvency, or in his 
appointment as receiver. 

The answer went on to say that his duties 
as receiver made him a mere custudian of 
the assets of the bankrupts, and that it 
was not tin his province to make investi- 
gations without authority of court; that 
‘there Is no one more Interested in the 
proper preservation of the assets or cvui- 
lection of the same for the payment of 
debts than respondent.” 

T. A. Hammond, representing the Vic- 
toria Paper Mills, of Fulton, N. Y., join- 
ed with the petitioner !n asking that Mr. 
Steiner be removed. He said his clients 
had a claim of $10,000. Mr. Smith said 
there were other claims unfriendly to Mr. 
Steiner's appointment which had not filed 
interventions as yet. 

Mr, Smith estrorgly urged the action 
prayed for in the petition, alleging tnat 
a majority ef the creditors had had no 
vcice in the election of the receiver and 
that he was not at all satisfactory to 
them, He intimated that unseemlugly 
haste had been shown by interests friend- 
ly to the bankrupts in pressing Mr. 
Eteiner’s appointment, and that no publici- 
ty had been given the petition in bank- 
ruptcy pending the petition for a receiv- 
er. He thought the creditors ought to 
have been consulted. Whiie not meaning 
to reflect in the slightest degree on Mr. 
Steiner's integrity, ability or responsibli- 
ity, he chought the situation presented 
some complications requiring strict in- 
vestigation with a view of uncovering 
possible irregularities, and this he did 
not think the receiver was inclined to 
gkive. He alluded to tthe peculla¢ condi- 
tion that the Wellhouse Paper Company 
was still engaged in business, while Well- 
hcvse & Sons were in bankruptcy. Mr. 
Smith said he believed the situation re- 
quired a vigilant and impartial recelver, 
and that such a one could more reasun- 
ably be looked for in a@ stranger to the 
parties at interest. 

Mr. Siaton demanded that the attorney 
for the petitoners deal in sumething more 
tangible than insinuations and supposi- 
tions. He urged that he had not present- 
ed-his case with proper formagity, or sup- 
ported it wth a scintilla of evidence, He 
asked Mr. Smith if he had irmterviewed 
Mr, Steiner since his appointment as re- 
ceiver, or requested him to make iInvesti- 
gations with regard to possible irregular- 
ities, or to take any action calculated 
to more fully contérve the interests ofhis 
cilents or the creditcrs as a whole. He 
asked what special rights the Interna- 
tional Paper Company had in safeguard- 
ing the assets of the bankrupt or assum- 
ing surveillance over the receiver, since 
the other creditors were neither suspi- 
cious nor dissatisfied. He paid a high 
tribute to Mr. Steiner’s standing person- 
ally and finarcially. 

Mr. Smith said it Wag not his business 
to go to Mr, Steiner, and the situation 
justified the action his clients had taken. 
To show that they were not actuated by 
any personal animus toward the receiver, 
he suggested that.the appointment of a 
second receiver wovld be satisfactory to 
the petitioners. 

Mr. Hammond was disposed to object to 
this, on the ground of expense. (He final- 
ly acquiesced, however. 

Judge Newman sid he Held Mr. Stein- 
er in high esteem and would not remove 
hm as receiver unless the reasons for his 
reroval were convincing, properly prfe- 
sented and thoroughly substantiated.

pass the next legislature forcing the 
stréet car companies to provide separate 
cars. 

Recently a member of the Louisiana~ 
legislature made a visit to New Orleans 
and when he went from there to Baton 
Rouge he told the legislature that he had 
seen conditions in that city which excited 
hig indignation.

Session Was Held for the Purpose of 
Hearing the Report of the 
Committee Appointed To 
Investigate Police 
Affairs. 


Incidental to the exhoneration of Chief 
W. P. Manly b¥ the board of police com- 
missioners, Which was accomplished last 
night, wae the speech of Captain J. w. 
English, one of the commissioners, who 
declared in no uncertain terms that the 
discipline of the police department was 
bad, that efficient service was rare and 
that the members of the department were 
not moral in their conduct, Captain 
English referred to the department as a 
whole, 

For this reason he declared that he 
would not sign his name to the report of 
the majority of the specia] investigating 
committee; he refused to sign his name, 
he said, to qa whitewashing report, and 
he announced that the’ members of the 
board of police commissioners and every 
other sensible man knew the department 
was not better than it ever had been. 

The committee had stated that the evi- 
dence had proved that the department 
was Detter than at any previous time in 
its existence, : 

The meeting of the dboard last night, 
which began at 8 o'clock, was replete 
with interesting talks. The commission- 
ets unburdened themselves, told what 
they thought about both the department 
and.its officers, and threw a few exciting 
sentences at each other as the meeting 
progressed, 

Mayor Woodward thought that Chief 
Manly should be given more power, stat- 
ed that the members of the board were 
interferring with him in the discharge 
of his duty—which caused Commissioner 
English to say it “was absolutely false’’ 
that he had ever interferred. 

Commissioner Patterson said he did not 
see how any man could say that gotng to 
sieep in the opera house, and in the 
counci] chamber, wearing the uniform of 
the department, which Chief Manly ad- 
mitted, was not unofficer-like conduct. 

Captain English’s Hot Talk. 

The speech of the session, however, was 

that of Captain English, who made no 
attempt at concealing his opinions. The 
report of the majority of the committee, 
signed by Commissioners Brotherton, 
anaes and Fox, contained the follow- 
ng: 
“We find from the testimony of. of- 
ficers, privates and detailed detectives 
who have been on the force from ten to 
twenty years, that the department igs at 
present in ‘better working order, has 
better discipline and is more thoroughly 
vrganized than it ever was in the past. 

After this portion of the report had 
been read by the clerk of the board, Mr. 
Patterson, Commissioner English asked 
of Commissioner Fox, who on a.previous 
occasion stated that he drafted the report 
of the majority: 

“Do you biieve that?” . 

“That was the evidence before the com- 
mittee,” replied Commissioner Fox, turn- 
ing in his seat and pointing to the report, 
Which the clerk held.

bcdies of seventesn dead employees have 
also been found and identified. There 
are four colored and two white bodies 
that have not yet been identified, mak- 
ing the total number of bodies recovered 
thirty-one. 

The list of dead employees is increased 
to twenty by ‘necludineg names of 
W. R. Lawrence, foreman of the extra 
gang; John Brantley, white fireman, and 
Robert Spencer, train porter, colored, all 
of whom are known to be dead and whose 
bodies have not be2n recovered. Their 
rames when added to the list brings the 
total of known dead up to thirty-four. 
This number may be increased ‘as the 
scarch continues, as it is believed that 
other bodies are either under the sub- 
merged wreckage or are in the swamps 
below the washed out culvert. 

J. T. Buchanan, of Atlanta, who was 
reported missing and who was thought to 
be on the wrecked train, has been lo- 
cated. He has notified his brother-in-law, 
J. F. White, that he is down in south- 
west Georgia, where he has been engaged 
in putting up a sawmill. He nad intend- 
ed coming to Atlanta Saturday night on 
the train that was lost, but at the last 
moment decided to stay and finish his 
work before coming home. The decision 
probably saved his ‘ife. 

A. W. MeClellaa, who was supposed by 
his family to have been en route from 
scuthwest Georgia on the wrecked train, 
has alan be2n loceted. He is in Florida. 
Press dispatches sent out from Atlanta 
stating that he was supposed to be on 
the lost train came to his attention, and 
he at once telegraphed his family of his 
safety.

According to the crop bulletin issued 
from the Atlanta office yesterday for the 
week ending June 2th, the crop situation 
in Georgia is critical, 

The abnormal rains and unusual] lack 
of sunshine is beginning to be felt in ali 
sections. Wheat, cotton and corn have 
been damaged and early fruit is nothing. 

The bulletin in full follows: 

General Review. 


The abnormal! quantity of rain and lack 
of sunshine during the past week have 
further added to the damage caused by 
Same conditions of the two preceding 
weeks, and_as a Tesult, the crop situation 
in this state is critical Farming opera- 
tions have remained practically ata 
standstill, owing to the saturated condi- 
tion of the soil, anid in almost every coun- 
ty crops are run with grass and weeds. 
Lice are increasing in cotton, and rust is 
reported in scattered localities. The gen- 
eral condtion of the crop is poor at this 
time, but with favorable weather many 
fields will doubtless recover. 3ottom 
corn has fair shape. Much wheat has 
sprouted in the shock. Early peaches 
and berries are rotting badly.

Recorder Broyles stated that the section 
was still in existence and whenever an 
arrest was made for a violation of it he 
weuld impose a fine, provided the evidence 
was sufficient to convict. 

Section 1567 is as follows: 

“It shall be unlawfui for any retail deal- 
er in spirituous or malt Hquors, or in 
spirituous and malt Hquors, in the city of 
Atlanta, to sell any of such liquors by the 
quart, pint, half-pint, gill or other meas- 
ure, to be used or drank in the premises 
where sold. This shall not apply to 
bottled beer.” 


This section was adopted tn 1896 at the 
instigation of the liquor dealers of At- 
lanta. They appointed committees at that 
time’to go before council and urge the 
adoption of the ordinance. It became a 
law in due time, and was vigorously en- 
forced for about two years. Then it was 
practically lost sight of and the HNquor 
dealers, or at least many of them, it 
it said, dropped into the old habit of sell- 
ing beer in measures to be consumed upon 
the premises by the purchasers. 

When Woolfork was served with a copy 
of charges by Officer Coogler he was 
somewhat surprised, and it was evident 
from his’ manner in court yesterday that 
he did not expect a fine. 

He stated that he had violated the sec- 
tion as it was not observed in At- 
lanta, and he thought it would be ignored 
in the future by the officers and saloon 
men, as it had been in the past. 

“Well, you have violated the ordinance 
and I will have to fine you,” said Recorder 
Broyles. 

“Judge, you can go right up and down 
Decatur and Peters street and learn that 
every saloon man on the two streets is 
doing the same thing. Are you going to 
arrest them, too.’’ 

“It is net my place to have them ar- 
rested,’’ replied Judge Broyles, “but if 
they are brought up here and proved 
guilty I shall fine them. As there are ex- 
tenuating circumstances in your case, Mr. 
Woolfork, I wfl impose only a small fine 
this time.’’ 

The recorder then fined the saloon man 
$5.75, which he paid,

ATLANTA COMMITTEE RETURNS 


Members Attended the Funeral and 
Paid Tribute to the Memory 
of Their Pastor. 


Rev. W. B. Stradley, who for the past 
two years served Trinity church as pas- 
tor, was buried with simple but impres- 
sive ceremony in the graveyard near his 
boyhood’s home at Hiawassee college, 
Tenn., last Monday.

Of Interest to Women. 


Novi, Mich., has the only church in the 
United States that is controlled exclusive- 
ly by women. This Novi Methodist Epis- 
copal church, in its present flourishing 
condition, affords an example of what de- 
termined woman can accomplish. The 
masculine administration of the church 
was conceded to have been a dismal fail- 
ure, For some reason those intrusted with 
the question of finances struggled hope- 
lessly with the problem of raising the 
pastor’s salary and of securing the where- 
withal to meet current expenses. The 
sdlary of the pastor was constantly in 
arrears, impatient creditors importuned 
the board of trustees for the settlement 
of accounts long overdue, and affairs 
finally reached such a crisis that a dis- 
solution of tlie congregation seemed in- 
evitable. The women made use of their 
nfajority in the congregation to effect a 
new church organization, ousted all the 
men officérs and promptly replaced them 
with women. Since that time women have 
every office except that of pastor, and 
were it not for the respect and esteem in 
which the present incumbent Is held the 
probabilities are that a woman would be 
installed there. The board of trustees is 
composed entirely of women, a woman 
treasurer pays all the accounts with scru- 
pulous regularity, @ woman secretary 
preserves the church records and every 
measure proposed for the management 
of church affairs must first receive the 
sanction of the staff of officers. The Novi 
church has had quite a history.

SUBURBS NOT INCLUDED 


Work of Census Taking Practically 
Completed Here. 


——E 


AGENT CALDWELL TALKS OF WORK 


Says Figures Will Go Above All the 
Previously Printed Estimates. 
Portfolios Close Friday. 


“While we are not allowed to give out 
figures,” said Special Census Agent John 
A. Caldwell to a reporter of The Consti- 
tution yesterday, “I will that the 
citizens of Atlanta wil] be highly grati- 
fled with the result of our enumeration. 
Atlanta’s population showing will be 
larger than any published estimate yet 
made, and I must admit I have been 
agreeably disappointed on my predictions 
of not over 2% per cent gain over the pop- 
ulation of ten years ago.”’ 

Captain Caldwel] declined to even give 
the percentage of increase, but from the 
foregoing apd other things he said, it is 
safe to venture that 90,000 will express in 
round numbers Atlanta’s population, bar- 
ring the suburbs. With the suburbanites 
and non-residents who do business in thé 
city added, 180,000 will probably represent 
what is legitimately the population of the 
Gate City. 

The last 
forty-four census districts 
warded to Washington this morning. 
While this virtually closes the census, 
Captain Caldwell has succeeded in having 
the reports held open for a supplementary 
poertfollo to contain the result of the 
finetooth comb scraping ctill’ going on in 
the city at large. The supervisor and his 
special agent were stimulated to extTra- 
ordinary diligence at the latter end of 
Atlanta’s census-taking by -the criticisms 
and loudly expressed fears that the 
enumerators were not doing their full 
duty, and now it cannot be sald that any- 
ome has escaped enumeration through 
fault of theirs. They have literally scour- 
ed the city since July 16th, and if there are 
still any stragglers, they have until Fri- 
day to be gathered in. On that day the 
last portfolio will be closed. 

Those who have been for any cause 
missed by the enumerators and who have 
net shown tnterest enough in their city 
making a creditable showing to appraise 
the lecal census office of the fact, can s®l 
themselves right between now and Iri- 
dav with very little trouble. Telephone 
or drop a postal card, or call on the cen- 
£us people at room 25 on the second fivor 
of the custcm house. A man will be glad- 
ly sent anywhere in the city to see that 
your name its written on the census rolis 
for 190. And if any citizen hears another 
complain that he has not been “took,” the 
old sieuths of the inquisitive agency will 
be pleased to be put on his trail and run 
him down. Names are at a premium 
now, and Special Agent Caldwell is nearly 
tempted to offer a chromo for all tnat 
come in before Friday. 

Census taking is still going on fn the 
rural districts of Wulton county, and 
Supervisor Anderson is a bit dubious 
about bringing the work to a gatisfactory 
close by July Ist. Requests for assist- 
ance are comjng in, and the doubling up 
process will be resorted to this morning. 

Today it 1s expected that the census ot 
the penitentiary will be finished. Spectal 
blanks were furnished for this character 
of enumeration, as criminological statis- 
tics will be an important feature of the 
century-end census 

Not a single arrest was made tn taking 
the census of Atlanta and Fulton county, 
and in view of the difficulties which had 
to be overcome in numerous instances, 
Captain Caldwell refers to this fortunats 
Outcome with pride. He does not believe 
the census has suffered by his leniency. 

Spectal Director Waudby was ordered to 
South Carolina yesterday, by a wire from 
Washington. He will return to 
in a few days, as this ts his headquarters 
for the entire south. By the middle of 
July he will go north on ieave of ab- 
sence.
